which was well Penn'd, and ({poild all again, In truth Revs 
rend Father this is a ſad Story. 

You muſt know the Hillanders are a ſort of Pazans who Wore 
ſh p nothing bur TRADE, and the Rogves t20Kk up a concent 
that the 7-ſars were going t5 ſet up ſuch a Liberty of Conference 
in England, as they had lately EreRted in Franc?; and ths wild 
prove very pregadictal to them in their Traffich,, aud draw away th:ir 
people, Now as ſoon &* the Butrer-Roxes perceived the Wind

your Revererces rcgard, 

You muſt know this Deſign was carrie (> cloſely thatour So- 
riety nor having the cuſtody of their Conſcience, we heard no- 
thing of ic rill the FrenchKings Anibaador tonnd out the Proje®, 
and rhereupon we fell ro Work, and getring a tar Dutchman 
into the Savy, we Difſeted him, 1n one of the Ventricles of 
His Hearr we found Trade, and in the orher Liberty of Conſcience; 
and thereupon we ordered our Secretary, who 1s a true Mem- 
her of the Church of England, to publiſh it in his Anatomy, 
where you may find it, page the 97th. We diſcovered ar the 
Came time that the P, of O. was Ambitious; That he had Aſlum'd 
the * Glorious Title of PrortcRor of the Proteſtant Religion, 
© and Defender of the Engliſh Liberties. And laſtly (which is 
#Secret) * That he deſigned ro ſer Eng/and and France at a Va- 
*rjance, and by an 1nvation by force or ſtratagem, to ger ſome 
©* of our Ports, Now, Reverend Father, I return you my thanks 
for theſe important Diſcoveries. Bur for what follows abouc 
Tavading and Conqueſt, and what dangerous things they are, 
your Reverence might have ſpared your Pious labour, for I have 
read of them elſewhere before. Only I am glad there 15 no 
danger of having any of my Neighbours hanged for reading the 
Prince's Declaration, becauſe ir ſeems he has not vyouchiafed 
togive * any previous intimartion of the Grounds of the War, 
©* az the Laws of Honour oblige, pag. 19, So that the Fathers 
are forced codifſe& his Deſigns, to find our the Reaſon, and to 
hang our the Bloody Towels and Napkins they wiped their 
Knives and Fingers on, ro ſtir up the Courage of the Engliſh 
* Sythes and Plow-ſhares ro oppoſe him. Very Elegant ! 

Your Tranſcript out of Cotton, concerning the Sufferings of 
the Engliſh by the Norman Conqueſt; and out of Camden con- 
cerning the S.zns, T have no occaſion for. But that abour 
Guſtavus Adolphus, is very Edifying, if your Reverence had 
been —— to have afligned the Cauſe as well as the EffeR, 
Which was rhis, The Feſutrs of Dillinghen in Germany, perſwad- 
ed Ferdinand the Sccond, Emperor of Germany, that the Do- 
Arine of the Proteſtants of Germany, was not that which in the 
Year 1530, was exhibired to Charles the Fifth : That. there- 
fore they were not to enjoy any Eiberry of Conſcience which 
"was only granted tothoſe who embraced chat Confeſlion which 
was then exhibited. The Emperor hereupon endeavoured to 
re-ſerle rhe Romiſh Religion #7 0&7 Armis, but Guſtavus came 
tnto Gemany, as you ſay, and made foul work : Ard art laſt the 
Emperor was forced to Acknowledge theſe Proteſtancs had a 
Right to the ſame priviledges had been granted to their Ance- 
ſtors, So here, dex Sir, the Jeſuirs were neither for Libercy 


of Conſcience, nor keeping Faith with Hereticks, though our 
Engliſh Fathers have more Grace, tharſks to the Virgin Mary 
and St, Loyole. 

Page the 19. you tell us they (the Hullanders) * were never 
* knowa to have any more than the outiide and ſhey of a Reli» 
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| gion, that whilſt thcy make long Prayers that God would pros 
*{per chem to deſtroy [olatrous _— (7, e, Popery) they 
*commir the Higheſt Sacrilege, and defign nor only ro devour 
* Widdows Houſes, but already have divided amongft them- 
* ſelves the Eltates of all ſuch as they know are the Eminent- 
* eſt in Loyal'y tothe King, In truth, Sir, I will neither que- 
ſtion your Sincerity, nor your Aﬀections to the Eng/:ſh, bur 
I would be glad to know where you had your Intelligence, 
and who thoſe Eminent Gentlemen for Loyalty are, whoſe 
Eltates are fo much more ſacred than the Widdows Houſes ? 
This and the Diviſion too, may be true, but where did your 
Reverence learn it? 

Your Politick Conſiderations, ſrom pag. 17. to pag. 2o. I 
return you again juit as I received them, becauſe I have ne 
Commitſion to enter into a Treaty with you about things 
which perhaps ſhall never exiſt any where but in ycur luxu- 
riant Fancy. But your Reverences Harangue to the Citizens 
of London, is fo very pleafant, I cannot forbear tranſcribing 
a little of ir. Theſe com? not to bring us Rich Commaedities, 
but Fire and Sword, and the Hands as Claws of Harpyes. Now 
what are thele ſame Harpyes that have Hands and Claws too? 
Reverend Sir, I think I have ſeen a Picture of a Jeſuit with 
bloody Hars and Clays inftead of Feet, Now if the Hollan- 
ders ſhould bring us a Cargo of theſe Animals, we ſhould 
e'n deſire them ro carry them back again, no Morky, nor Fire 
and Sword being half ſo Miſchievous. Conſider, I pray you, 
Oh! Grave and Rich Citizens, what you ſhall barter with them, 
do they offer you Security of the Proteſtant Religion ? This you 
enjoy already and may ſo without their carnel and cruel Swords. 
True, Reverend Sir, to your great Grief wedo enjoy it ; and 
may ſtill do ſo, though neither our Penal Laws nor our Teſts 
are repeal'd, which by the grace of God neither their Carnal 
Swords nor your Spiritual Shams ſhall deprive us of. What 
# ut then you expet from them? Ir it not much better that you 
are defended by the Trained Bands, a part of your Selves, than 
by Swedes and Germains filling your Streets, and LE your 
Houſes and Stores ? I pray, Sir, How old is your Reverence 2 
If you are one of the School-Boys of the Savoy, you may in 
time prove a pretty tollerable Popiſh Orator at the rate things 
now are ; but if you are above the diſcipline of a Ferula, I 
deſpair of you. We know very well rhe Convenience of our 
Trained-Bands, and have not forgot they ſhould have been 
taken away as uſeleſs ſoon after Monmouth's Rebellion, and 
that they were ſuppreſs'd when Liberty of Conſcience was gran- 
ted, and reitored with rhe Charter the orher day : As for the 
Swedes and Germains poſſeingour Honſes and Stores, itis an 
Iriſh Tnfinuation, and worthy of your Reverence. But, dear 
Sir, did we enjoy all our Priviledges when our Charter was 
in the Kings hands, have your Reverence forgot the late 
Changes in Ofober and Februarylaſt, and the Reaſons of that ? 
Is ita part of our Priviledges to be turn'd out becauſe we 
will not promiſe to repeal our Laws and Tefts which are our 
beſt Securities againſt the holy Soctery ? 

A new Set of Traders will fill the Exchange. Sir, I believe 
you are much more concern'd for the Savoy than the Ex- 
change. Page 21. Tou ſay they have watched the Critical Seaſon 
of our Diſcontents, which have fomented to Wound uw on 
our Blind-fide. 1 pray, Sir, who cauſed theſe Diſcontenrs 2 
Why ſhould rhe Church of Englazd be more ſuſpected now 
than in the beginning of his Majeſties Reign? Why, you will 
lay they are diſcontented, who khas done this, they = not 
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Tiſconrented without great cauſe ; private perſons may, Bo. 
dies of Men never do take pet at ſmall things, never was 
Prince received with-more Loyalty, or defended with more 
Bravery than this King was by the Church: of England-men ; 
his Brother only Excepted as to the firſt, whoſe many years 
abſence contributed to the Enhancing the value of his Reſti- 
tution, Whence then comes this Cloud of Diſcontents ? 
What, has your Reverences occafion'd it 2 Why then a litrle 
Juftice done upon you, I will undertake , ſhall appeaſe the 
Church bf _Enpgland-men. God and their King are the only be- 
ings they worſhip. And I am confident they of all the World 
never will havea quarrel againſt the King, it is only a few (mall 
Politico's, fuch as yourReverence, F. P, R. B. &c. (mall Cat- 
Yrel for which a Crown onght not to be hazarded, and ſome 
others not to be Named by ime, but by the Three Eftates. 
* If any ill Treatments hath ben given (to the E. C.men ) up- 
n Miſtakes or Suſpition that ſome encouragement had been from 
mn Holland, that had accaſion'd ſome Obſtinacy, yet ſince now by ſe= 
wveral Afts of Grace, the King hath made a reparation upon the 
Full diſcovery of the Dutifulneſs, &c. pag. 22. If any ill Treat- 
P ments? Are we ſtill at Ifs and Agds whether we have been ill 
Treated orno ? But it was for our Obſtinacy, Your humble 
,Sevant Sir, We might have been more pliant to yourReveren- 
- »ces, and then we ſhould have been better treated. But we 
; were ſuſpected to have borrowed this Obſtinacy from Hol- 
land. Yes, we did not know the value of our Religion and our 
Laws till Monſieur Fagel ſer the price, and G. B: ſent over an 
Apology. Well, But we have had reparation. Why, Sir, who 
was Hanged for this Attcmprtupon us, who was tried ?” Is the 
Diſpencing Power, or the Eccleſiaſtical Commiſſion, or the 
Mock Tryal declared Illegal z may not all be Acted over again 
Morrow ? Sir,we do not defire reparation from our King,but 
ethink it reaſonable nevertheleſs, that we ſhould be well (t- 
ured for the furure. ; 
When'this is done Sir, you may affure his Majeſty ( if you 
ran come ſo near him ) thar the Engliſh Loyalty, Valour, and 
Bravery, are not dead. Bur to fight onr ſelves into eternal 
Slavery 3 to ruin all che hopes of Redreſs for ever at one blow 
- jn one day, will need a better Orator than you to perſwade 
:We are no S:rangers to eicher your faith or prattiſes. We re- 
member Q. Marys days, and the maxims of another Mary, who 
was Regent” of Scotland in her time : That Promiles was rot t0 be 
kept" rpith Hererichs. and that if ſhe could make an honeſt excuſe after 
the fatt was committed, ſhe would take it upin her Conſcience to kill 
. and undo all that Se, Sporſwood. pag. 123. And ring] 
The broke her Faith ſo often, thar ar laſt they eaſed her of that

mand Repatrations for that Slander, If there be indeed no blot 
in her Seutcheon ſince the Reformation. 1 aſſure you Sir, thar in- 
famous Libel will one day be reckon'd for, if you do not pre- 
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vent Juſtice, by an Examplary and Voluntary Corre&ion of the 
Anthor, the Allower, and Publiſher of ir, 

Pag. the 24th. you rell us it bath hitherto been reputed an U1- 
Juſt and Scandalous Cenſure, that We would be no longer Loyal, than 
whilſt we bad a Prince of our own Religion. But then this has 
been thrown in our Diſh ſeveral times fince his now Majeſty 
came to the Crown, by R, C, with Allowance, notwichſtanding 
all our Zeal and Fidelity to him; and has any Repairation been 
yet made for this Injury ?

As tothe Forged beads of the Princes Declarution, 
and the Biſhips Propoſals, as they arg known to be the contrivance 
of the Kings Enemes, 7 on purpoſe te amuſe the P evple, and 
make them believe the ſetting u? at rights, is the only Deſign of che 
Dutch, and till thiſe Propoſals be granted, We are nt ſafe. Reve= 
rend Sir, your Paſſion here has made youlifc your Gown ſo 
high,- that I can plainly ſee your Tallons, and know you are 
an Horpy.
